An assistant commerce secre­ 
tary acknowledged that eco­ 
nomic activity may be slowing 
in the fourth quarter of the 
year, but he said it doesn’t 
change the outlook for strong 
economic growth through at 
least 1976. 


Jam es L. Pate, assistant sec­ 
retary for economic affairs, 
said the behavior of the index 
and other recent economic de­ 
velopments “suggests a moder­ 
ation in the pace of the over all 
economic recovery ...

Five indicators increased — 
sales deliveries, sensitive price 
changes, orders for plant and 
equipment, stock prices, and 
new sales orders. 
The department said two oth­ 
er indicators — the worker lay­ 
off rate and the average work 
weel — were unchanged.

The question of what to do, or not do, about New York 
City’s prospect of imminent default seems to boil down to 
one of weighing the risks and deciding which is the lesser 
evil: a federal rescue effort with the precedent it would 
set, or a plunge into unknown “ripple effects” on the 
nation’s fragile economy and maybe the social break­ 
down of the world’s largest city. It is truly a Hobson’s 
choice with plenty of passionate advocates on both sides 
of the issue. 
Thus, we have New York mayor Abraham Beame 
telling the country that New York wants “not a penny — 
not a penny” from the nation’s taxpayers, only the same 
kind of loan guarantees that the Ford administration has 
given to “corporations across the nation.” New York 
wants the chance to put its own house in crder and will be 
able to do so, he said, if it can gain access to private 
money markets that a federal guarantee would give it. 
But the Wall Street Journal points out that the three- 
year plan city and state officials have put together to get 
New York City’s budget back into balance fudges or 
conceals the financial facts of life; and that a Senate bail­ 
out bill is based on a series of false assumptions which 
would, in fact, keep the federal government bogged down 
in city affairs and city financing indefinitely. It is less 
risky, says the Wall Street Journal to face the facts fully 
in bankruptcy court than a reprieve which allows hidden 
loopholes to stay hidden. 
Meanwhile, the Federal Reserve Board’s Arthur Burns 
reassures us that foreign bankers he has talked to are not 
all that concerned that default would be catastrophic, 
and at least half the U.S. bankers and other experts 
polled on the question agree. Many say New York could 
still avoid default if it would really cut its swollen social 
services to the bone. 
So, with fingers crossed, we side with those who say no 
federal bail-out in advance. We don’t nretend to know 
what will happen; the financial consequences could be 
severe if investors get the notion tht all municipal bonds 
are suspect. But at least the markets do not reflect this 
yet and that fact reassures us. Federal guarantees, on 
the other hand, could be a beginning with no ending and 
that is another kind of tunnel which we are afraid to see 
the country enter. 
We sympathize with the people of New York. They 
have been badly governed. But the piper of financial 
profligacv must be paid, sometime, by someone. This is 
the overlying principle which the country must un­ 
derstand.

From time immemorial, most 
union contracts have provided 
that the first hired will be the 
last fired in case of a layoff. This 
has always seemed logical, if 
not always 
fair to younger 
workers. 
Three researchers from the 
Center for Policy Alternatives at 
M assachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology suggest that a better 
approach 
today 
may 
be 
a 
system of “inverse seniority ” -or 
first hired, first fired. 
During the current recession, 
minority workers and women 
have seen many of their recent 
gains 
in employment wiped 
away by layoffs mandated by 
the traditional seniority system, 
write 
Robert 
Lund, 
Dennis 
R um stead 
and 
Sheldon 
Friedm an in Harvard Business 
Review. 
Both employers and unions 
have an interest in finding 
alternatives to the traditional 
system, they contend, if only 
because 
the 
government 
is 
challenging such layoffs on the 
ground 
th at 
they 
are 
discriminatory. 
Conventional 
seniority arrangements, even 
when they 
are in no way 
inherently discriminatory, are 
increasingly coming into con­ 
flict with national equal op­ 
portunity policy objectives. 
Under inverse seniority, the 
most senior eligible person is 
permitted to elect temporary 
layoff in place of the junior 
worker. While on layoff, the 
senior person receives com­ 
pensation—normally more than 
the amount provided by state 
u n e m p lo y m e n t 
c o m ­ 
pensation—and has the right to 
return to his previous job. 
Through this approach, say 
the authors, it is possible to 
retain more people in junior 
ranks, 
where 
disadvantaged 
workers tend to be clustered. 
Inverse seniority is not a new 
idea. 
A 
B ureau of Labor 
Statistics study of 364 collective 
bargaining agreements in 1972 
found that 87, or 24 per cent, 
allowed 
senior 
workers 
to 
decline 
their 
rights 
to

retained in the event of a force 
reduction, 
usually 
without- 
jeopardizing their recall rights. 
Inverse 'sen io rity 
plans 
typically include supplementary 
benefit schedules financed by 
the company so that workers 
who elect layoff receive more 
than the amount provided by the 
state 
unem ploym ent 
com ­ 
pensation. 
Plans 
must 
also 
include certain key features if 
they are to protect minorities 
and women, as well as be at­ 
tractive to senior workers. For 
example: 
—Compensation during layoff 


must be sufficiently high to 
induce senior workers to elect 
layoff. In several contracts this 
level has been set at about two- 
thirds of normal pay. 
—Laid off workers must be 
free from 
having 
to 
make 
weekly visits to pick up their 
compensation checks so that 
they may pursue activities of 
interest while not working. 
—Senior workers must be 
permitted 
to 
maintain 
self 
respect. 
One step in 
this 
direction would be to replace the 
term “laid off” with a term like 
“optional leave.” 
—The benefits must justify the 
costs to each of the parties 
concerned. 
For 
em ployers, 
inverse 
seniority fosters the growth of a 
pool of skilled workers and may 
save administrative costs in­ 
volved in a complicated system 
of “ bumping down” associated 
with traditional layoffs. 
For the public at large, in­ 
verse seniority may help solve 
the problem of chronic unem­ 
ployment 
and 
the costs 
of 
unemployment 
compensation 
and welfare, as well as such 
related social costs as crime. 
Some federal agencies have 
already made rulings favorable 
to inverse seniority by exem­ 
pting layoff compensation from 
minimum wage rules, unem­

WASHINGTON - For the 
first time, it is now possible to 
trace the strange twists of 
history that put Gerald Ford in 
the White House. 
If ex-Vice President Spiro 
Agnew 
hadn’t 
been 
caught 
taking 
petty 
bribes 
from 
M aryland 
contractrors, 
he 
would be President today. 
If ex-Treasury Secretary John 
Connally hadn’t become en- 
snarled in the milk scandal, he 
would have been named as 
Agnew’s replacement and would 
now be sitting in the oval office 
in Ford’s place. 
We 
have 
obtained 
the 
am azing, 
behind-the-scenes 
story from sources close to both 
Agnew 
and 
ex-President 
Richard Nixon. We have spoken, 
for 
example, 
with 
Charles 
Colson 
who 
was 
the 
in­ 
term ediary between Nixon and 
Agnew. We have also had access 
to the page proofs of Colson’s 
unpublished 
book, 
“ Born 
A gain,” 
which 
discusses 
Agnew’s downfall. 


As Agnew’s friends relate the 
story, the then-Vice President 
learned 
in 
early 
1972 
that 
President 
Nixon 
wanted 
to 
place him on the ticket with 
Connally. 
Colson 
got the same im­ 
pression from the President who 
confided that Connally was “one 
guy who could take over my 
job.” The two men became so 
close 
that, 
after 
Connally’s 
departure from government to 
recoup 
his 
finances, 
Nixon 
quietly intervened to help him 
with some oil deals in the Middle 
East, Colson recalls. 
But Agnew had a strong, 
stubborn 
following 
among 
conservative Republicans. To 
replace him with a lifelong 
Democrat, Nixon feared, would 
cause a Republican rebellion. 
“Could I appoint a Democrat?” 
Nixon 
asked 
Colson. 
Then, 
answering his own question, the 
President said: “No, I can’t do 
it.” 
Less than a week after their 


Nov. 7, 1972, reelection, Nixon 
summoned 
Agnew 
to 
the 
presidential retreat at Camp 
David, Md. Apparently, Agnew 
thought he was being invited for 
a 
celebration; 
he 
was un­ 
prepared for the brutal session 
that followed. 
The President informed him 
bluntly that the White House 
staff would exercise tighter 
control over his operation. His 
budget would be cut and his 
activities curtailed, Agnew was 
told. In short, the triumphant 
Nixon served notice that he 
intended 
to 
keep 
his 
Vice 
President on a short leash. 
Afterward, 
the 
President 
confided to an aide: “I was 
really surprised at the way 
Agnew buckled under. I would 
never have taken that.” Agnew 
returned from Camp David with 
anew impression also of Nixon. 
“He is the coldest fish I ever 
met,” Agnew remarked to a 
friend. 
True 
to his 
word, 
Nixon 
clamped down on the Vice 
President 
who 
was 
treated 
thereafter like a minor func­ 
tionary. He was told whom to 
fire and whom to keep on his 
staff. The humiliated Agnew 
was even obliged to ask a Nixon 
aide, 
Alexander Haig, 
for 
transportation 
and 
other 
perquisites. 
The Vice President also had 
to dear his oversees travel with 
Secretary 
of State Henry 
Kissinger. Once Agnew wanted 
to visit his ancestral home in 
Greece, but Kissinger refused 
permission. 
It was February, 1973, that 
Agenew first got wind that a 
federal grand jury was in­ 
vestigating him. He suspected 
immediately that Nixon was 
behind it. As Agnew confided 
darkly to friends,he expected 
Nixon to use the threat of in­ 
dictment to blackmail him into 
giving up the vice presidency to 
Connally. 
Colson insists that President 
Nixon had no such plot in mind, 
although he ended up trying to 
push Agnew out and to bring 
Connally in. Colson claims that 
the President never instigated 
the Agnew investigation and, in 


fact, never even learned about it 
until April, 1973. 
Nixon’s first reaction was to 
come to Agnew’s aid simply to 
spare his Administration from 
further 
embarrassment. 
On 
April 13,1973, he asked Colson, 
who had left the White House to 
practice law, to help Agnew. 
Not 
until 
September, 
ac­ 
cording to Colson, did he get a 
suggestion 
from 
the 
White 
House that Agnew should resign. 
The President warned Colson: 
"There is no way Agnew can 
escape indictment. It is time for 
him to make a deal.” 
The removal of Agnew, Nixon 
indicated to Colson, would take 
some of the heat off himself 
from Watergate. Colson con­ 
tended, on the contrary, that a 
crippled Vice President would 
be his best insurance against 
impeachment. 
On September 23, Nixon was 
back on the phone to Colson. 
“God,” said the President, “how 
I wish it would all go away, but 
Ted 
(Agnew) 
doesn’t 
un­ 
derstand the problem. He has 
got the best deal he can ever 
make. It is all boiled down to one 
income tax problem.” 
Colson said his client was 
worried about going to prison. 
“He should have no fear about 
that,’’assured Nixon. “That can 
be taken care of.” 
For the first time, Colson 
put the proposition straight to 
Agnew on September 24. He had 
no support in the White House; 
his situation was deteriorating 
fast; maybe it was time to make 
a deal. 
Agnew angrily rejected the 
idea. “I am innocent,” he swore. 
“I am going to stick it out I 
don’t give a damn. I was elected 
just Like the President vws.” But 
Agnew’s attempts to force a 
showdown on Capitol Hill, ac­ 
cording to Colson ,were un­ 
dercut by the White House itself. 
The President still had Con­

replacement, said Colson, until 
Connally

Northwest Hard Hats $220 
weekly raise signals toughest 
labor showdown in '76 
WASHINGTON - How are 
you going to keep them down on 
the farm once they’ve seen 
Portland, 
Ore. 
- as 
I did 
recently. There, I ran into the 
first signs of a long, hard labor- 
management confrontation year 
in 1976. The construction elec­ 
trical workers have just signed a 
three-year contract granting a 
raise of $220 a week per man. 
This on a 40-hour-a-week basis 
gives them $620 weekly pay not 
including overtime. 
This Northwest phenomenon 
will turn the Northeast green 
with envy long before spring. 
And it won’t just trickle down 
the West Coast. It will gush. 
Total increase comes to a 46.8 
per cent hike -- payable at the 
rate of 17.3 per cent more the 
first year, 14.8 per cent ad­ 
ditional the second and a final 
jump of 14.7 per cent more the 
very second the second year 
ends. That is, after all, when the 
third year begins. 
Presumably this is what the 
eternally itinerant Secretary of 
Labor Prof. John Dunlop an­ 
ticipated when he said not too 
long ago that there are signs 
construction 
industry 
set­ 
tlements with labor signal a 
“return to the excessive wage 
inflation of the 1960s” at the 
expense of business, labor and 
the country. 
This is quite a signal, with 
more than 3,000 construction 
contracts up in '76. And there

lead a team to the green felt 
across which will be spokesmen

Remember, there are 
mighty few teamsters who don’t 
rub dusty shoulders with con­ 
struction workers and who won’t 
walk away muttering look what 
they got. 
And then there’s auto. The Mg 
union and the Big Three car 
makers already have set up 
joint study committees, com­ 
pany by company. They’re not 
negotiating yet on the massive 
contracts

tember. They’re merely limning 
the areas to be formally con­ 
sidered when the bargaining 
starts. The areas will be as 
broad as the union can stretch 
them. The demands will be 
costly. But not until the United 


Auto Workers’ special spring

vention will they be formalized. 
In the meantime there will be a 
news blackout - of course lit up 
from time to time by us news 
people. 
Not only will word of the

tlement breeze in from the

but news of

recent inflationary settlements 
up north will blow down from 
Canada. 
Judging from the carefully 
worded speech of GM’s chair­ 
man Tom Murphy, the auto 
industry plans to count more on 
its offensive team than on the 
usual defensive. 
Men like 
Murphy 
don’t 
m ake 
idle 
speeches such as the one in the 
New York 
Economic 
Club 
recently. These are prepared 
with more care than one of 
K issinger’s 
“ spontaneous” 
quips. 
In effect Murphy said industry 
now wants a full day’s work for a 
full day’s pay. He used words 
such as the productive loss 
through 
“ a b s e n t e e i s m , 
slowdowns, 
work 
stoppages, 
featherbedding 
and

restrictive 
work 
practices.” 
These, 
said he, 
are “ the 
enemies” of proficiency. These I 
interpret as an unusually bold 
challenge to the militant United 
Auto Workers.

There’s quite a difference 
between the health of the tire

The question of what to do, or not do, about New York 
City’s prospect of imminent default seems to boil down to 
one of weighing the risks and deciding which is the lesser 
evil: a federal rescue effort with the precedent it would 
set, or a plunge into unknown “ripple effects” on the 
nation’s fragile economy and maybe the social break­ 
down of the world’s largest city. It is truly a Hobson’s 
choice with plenty of passionate advocates on both sides 
of the issue. 
Thus, we have New York mayor Abraham Beame 
telling the country that New’ York wants “not a penny — 
not a penny” from the nation’s taxpayers, only the same 
kind of loan guarantees that the Ford administration has 
given to “corporations across the nation.” New York 
wants the chance to put its own house in order and will be 
able to do so, he said, if it can gain access to private 
money markets that a federal guarantee would give it. 
But the Wall Street Journal points out that the three- 
year plan city and state officials have put together to get 
New York City’s budget back into balance fudges or 
conceals the financial facts of life; and that a Senate bail­ 
out bill is based on a series of false assumptions which 
would, in fact, keep the federal government bogged down 
in city affairs and city financing indefinitely. It is less 
risky, says the Wall Street Journal to face the facts fully 
in bankruptcy court than a reprieve which allows hidden 
loopholes to stay hidden. 
Meanwhile, the Federal Reserve Board’s Arthur Burns 
reassures us that foreign bankers he has talked to are not 
all that concerned that default would be catastrophic, 
and at least half the U.S. bankers and other experts 
polled on the question agree. Many say New York could 
still avoid default if it would really cut its swollen social 
services to the bone. 
So, with fingers crossed, we side with those who say no 
federal bail-out in advance. We don't nretend to know 
w’hat will happen; the financial consequences could be 
severe if investors get the notion tht all municipal bonds 
are suspect. But at least the market* do not reflect this 
yet and that fact reassures us Federal guarantees, on 
the other hand, could be a beginning with no ending and 
that is another kind of tunnel which we are afraid to see 
the country enter. 
We sympathize with the people of New York. They 
have been badly governed. But the piper of financial 
profligacy must be paid, sometime, by someone. This is 
the overlying principle which the country must un­ 
derstand.

Three researchers from the 
Center for Policy Alternatives at 
M assachusetts

Technology suggest that a better 
approach 
today 
may 
be

system of “ inverse seniority”-or 
first hired, first fired 
During the current recession, 
minority workers and women 
have seen many of their recent 
gains 
in employment wiped 
away by layoffs mandated by 
the traditional seniority system, 
write 
Robert 
Lund, 
Dennis 
R um stead 
and 
Sheldon 
Friedman in Harvard Business 
Review. 
Both employers and unions 
have an interest in finding 
alternatives to the traditional 
system, they contend, if only 
because 
the 
government 
is 
challenging such layoffs on the 
ground 
that 
they 
are 
discriminatory. 
Conventional 
seniority arrangements, even 
when they 
are in no way 
inherently discriminatory, are 
increasingly coming into con­ 
flict with national equal op­ 
portunity policy objectives 
Under inverse seniority, the 
most senior eligible person is 
permitted to elect temporary 
layoff in place of the junior 
worker. While on layoff, the 
senior person receives com­ 
pensation—normally more than 
the amount provided by state 
u n e m p lo y m e n t 
c o m ­ 
pensation—and has the right to 
return to his previous job. 
Through this approach, say 
the authors, it is possible to 
retain more people in junior 
ranks,

Inverse seniority is not a new 
idea,

Inverse 'sen io rity 
plans 
typically include supplementary 
benefit schedules financed by

include certain key features if 
they are to protect minorities 
and women, as well as be at­ 
tractive to senior workers For 
example: 
—Compensation during layoff

—Laid off workers must be 
free from

Ways for the aged 
to prevent burglary 


By HAROLD BLUMENFELD 
Personal security is on the minds of almost every citizen. With the 
rising crime rate, there’s a possibility that anyone, of any age, in any 
part of the country might be mugged and robbed. And the danger is 
more threatening for older persons, whose arthritic hands can’t hold 
on to a purse when a snatcher grabs it, nor walk at a quicker pace on 
fallen arches to get away from a potential footpad following them. 
It s well enough to be advised never to walk alone. But two elderly 
people together are hardly a match for one younger and stronger 
person. We all know we should avoid the side streets and walk on 
well-lighted main thoroughfares. However, many older persons in 
south I lorida, for example, traded their better lit, but probably no 
safer, concrete thoroughfares for homes in high apartments and 
smaller houses on palm tree-shaded and dimly lit streets. 
They are afraid to go out at night on foot, so they stay home. But 
how safe are their homes today? 
A member of the Public Safety Bureau of almost every police 
department in Broward and Dade counties will visit apartment 
houses and private homes to advise residents how to make their 
premises secure from a prowler and make entry more difficult for a 
professional burglar. They also will provide free whistles for use in 
an emergency. 
A few communities show such concern for the elderly. More should 
but for those who don’t live in such concerned areas, I pass along 
these tips: 
Do not rely on the one lock provided by the builder or left behind by 
a previous resident. Install a second flush-mounted pick-proof lock. 
And use the key to double-lock the door when leaving the premises. If 
not double locked, any spring latch lock can be opened with a piece of 
stiff cellphane or the corner of a credit card. Put dead bolt locks on 
other doors which can be opened only from the inside. 
A peep hole and a strong night chain permits opening of the door a 
few inches to see who rings the doorbell. Positive identification 
should be made of the person ringing on the intercom 
before 
pressing a buzzer to open the outside foor of an apartment house. 
Living on ground floors has its hazards, and special locks are 
available for terrace and patio windows and doors. If you can afford 
the expense, metal shutters on all lower floor glassed areas are an 
extra protection to keep out uninvited visitors. 
By day, leave draperies in a normal or partly-opened position. At 
night, even though there’s an energy shortage, leave one or two 
small lights burning. And, if you have a private garage, don't leave 
the doors open to show it’s empty when you are away. 
When gone for more than a day have someone collect newspapers, 
mail, packages and other things which might collect on a doorstep-a 
sure sign the residents are away. Any time you come home add have 
a feeling something is not right in your home or apartment, call for 
help--the neighbors or the police. It’s better to be safe than sorry. 
I recently attended a conference of the chiefs of police of 10 cities 
in Broward County, Fla. There were a couple hundred citizens there 
and all were concerned with rising crime in their neighborhoods. 
The most sage advice we all got at the time was, “Don’t resist a 
mugger, prowler or burglar. It's better to be a live coward than a 
dead hero.’’

Are you one of the many needlewomen I’ve met who’d like to do a 
needlepoint picture of her home? It’s really not difficult to do if you 
learn the trick of simplifying. 
An example of what I mean by “cartooning” is in one of my books, 
“Creative Canvas Work.” The starting point was an oil painting of 
Brewster Mill on Cape Cod in Massachusetts. Alongside it is a water 
color of the sam e subject done in flat colors. Much of the detail was 
omitted in the water color. The complexities of the reflection in the 
stream, the stones in the wall and the shading of foliage have been 
greatly simplified, or left out. 
Next came the outline, traced on needlepoint canvas, with a clear 
delineation of flat planes and levels that can be “seen” with needle 
and thread. I used the watercolor sketch to guide me in my choice of 
colors and shading and did the canvas embroiderly in basket weave 
and continental stitch. The mood of serenity, the fleecy clouds in the 
sky, the many greens of leaves on bushes and trees are all there, 
greatly simplified 
You can follow exactly the same method, beginning with a color 
photograph of your home enlarged to the size of your canvas 
Tracing the photograph will almost force you to simplify your 
cartoon since it's impossible to reproduce all the details of a 
photograph. Next, study your tracing carefully with an eye to 
omitting any details that interrupt the flow of line or distract from 
the focal point, the house. 
Use colored pencil or watercolors to fill in areas and provide a 
preview of what the finished needlepoint will look like This will also 
serve as a guide in selecting colors. Simplify the true-to-nature 
palette in the photograph and select harmonious groups of the man- 
shaded colors found in tapestry yarns. Eliminate any small, 
distracting patches of color in the photograph which have little or no 
relevance to the portrait of the house. 
When your cartoon has been retraced on needlepoint canvas, work 
slowly, beginning with the darkest colors and refer to your cartoon 
often as you work. 


Dear Elsa, 
I’ve seen references to bargello canvas. I thought bargello was 
stitched on regular needlepoint canvas. What is the difference?

Dear M.E.B., 
Bargello canvas is woven of rough coarse threads in a mono- 
weave. This 13-mesh bargello canvas holds the stitch in position and 
gives better results than a polished canvas of smooth threads. If 
you’re not using a bargello canvas, you may find you need a slightly 
heavier yarn to cover the canvas completely when working the 
upright stitches.

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Ways for the aged 
to prevent burglary 


By HAROLD BLUMENFELD 
Personal security is on the m inds of alm ost every citizen. With the 
rising crim e rate, there's a possibility that anyone, of any age, in any 
part of the country might be mugged and robbed. And the danger is 
more threatening for older persons, whose arthritic hands can’t hold 
on to a purse when a snatcher grabs it, nor walk at a quicker pace on 
fallen arches to get away from a potential footpad following them. 
It s well enough to be advised never to walk alone. But two elderly 
people together are hardly a m atch for one younger and stronger 
person. We all know we should avoid the side streets and walk on 
well-lighted main thoroughfares. However, m any older persons in 
south F lorida, for example, traded their better lit, but probably no 
safer, concrete thoroughfares for homes in high apartm ents and 
sm aller houses on palm tree-shaded and dimly lit streets. 
I hey are afraid to go out at night on foot, so they stay home. But 
how safe are their homes today? 
A m em ber of the Public Safety Bureau of alm ost every police 
departm ent in Broward and D ade counties will visit apartm ent 
house's and private homes to advise residents how to m ake their 
prem ises secure from a prowler and m ake entry m ore difficult for a 
professional burglar. They also will provide free whistles for use in 
an em ergency. 
A few communities show such concern for the elderly. More should 
but tor those who don't live in such concerned areas, 1 pass along 
t hese tips: 
Do not rely on the one lock provided by the builder or left behind by 
a previous resident. Install a second flush-mounted pick-proof lock 
And use the key to double-lock the door when leaving the prem ises If 
not double locked, any spring latch lock can be opened with a piece of 
stiff cellphane or the corner of a credit card. Put dead bolt locks on 
other doors which can be opened only from the inside. 
A peep hole and a strong night chain perm its opening of the door a 
few inches to see who rings the doorbell. Positive identification 
should be m ade of the person ringing on the intercom 
before 
pressing a buzzer to open the outside foor of an apartm ent house. 
Living on ground floors has its hazards, and special locks are 
available for terrace and patio windows and doors. If you can afford 
the expense, m etal shutters on all lower floor glassed areas are an 
extra protection to keep out uninvited visitors. 
By day, leave draperies in a norm al or partly-opened position. At 
night, even though there’s an energy shortage, leave one or two 
small lights burning. And, if you have a private garage, don't leave 
the doors open to show it’s em pty when you are away. 
W hen gone for m ore than a day have someone collect newspapers, 
mail, packages and other things which might collect on a doorstep-a 
sure sign the residents are away. Any tim e you com e home arid have 
a feeling something is not right in your hom e or apartm ent, call for 
help—the neighbors or the police. It’s better to be safe than sorry. 
1 recently attended a conference of the chiefs of police of 10 cities 
in Broward County, Fla. There w ere a couple hundred citizens there 
and all were concerned with rising crim e in their neighborhoods. 
The most sage advice we ail got at the tim e was, “ Don’t resist a 
mugger, prowler or burglar. It’s better to be a live coward than a 
dead hero. ’*

Simplify when cartooning 


By ELSA WILLIAMS 
Are you one of the m any needlewomen I’ve m et who’d like to do a 
needlepoint picture of her home? It’s really not difficult to do if you 
learn the trick of simplifying. 
An exam ple of w hat I m ean by "cartooning” is in one of my books, 
“ Creative Canvas W ork.” The starting point was an oil painting of 
Brewster Mill on Cape Cod in M assachusetts. Alongside it is a w ater 
color of the sam e subject done in flat colors Much of the detail was 
omitted in the water color. The com plexities of the reflection in the 
stream , the stones in the wall and the shading of foliage have been 
greatly simplified, or left out. 
Next cam e the outline, traced on needlepoint canvas, with a clear 
delineation of flat planes and levels that can be “ seen" w ith needle 
and thread. I used the watercolor sketch to guide m e in my choice of 
colors and shading and did the canvas em broiderly in basket weave 
and continental stitch. The mood of serenity, the fleecy clouds in the 
sky. the m any greens of leaves on bushes and trees are ail there, 
greatly simplified 
You can follow exactly the sam e method, beginning with a color 
photograph of your home enlarged to the size of your canvas. 
Tracing the photograph will alm ost force you to simplify your 
cartoon since it’s impossible to reproduce all the details of a 
photograph, Next, study your tracing carefully with an eye to 
omitting any details that interrupt the flow of line or distract from 
the focal point, the house. 
Use colored pencil or watercolors to fill in areas and provide a 
preview of what the finished needlepoint will look like This will also 
serve as a guide in selecting colors Simplify the true-to-nature 
palette in the photograph and select harm onious groups of the man- 
shaded colors found in tapestry yarns 
E lim inate any sm all, 
distracting patches of color in the photograph which have little or no 
relevance to the portrait of the house 
When your cartoon has been retraced on needlepoint canvas, work 
slowly, beginning with the darkest colors and refer to your cartoon 
often as you work.

Bargello canvas is woven of rough coarse threads in a mono­ 
weave.

If 
you’re not using a bargello canvas, you m ay find you need a slightly 
heavier yarn to cover the canvas com pletely when working the 
upright stitches.

Gordon Parks is a noted 
photojournalist with a remark­ 
able diversity of talent in other 
fields. He is also a gifted poet, 
a biographer, a novelist, a com­ 
poser, a producer of television 
documentaries and the first 
black 
producer-director- 
author of a major motion pic­ 
ture for a major film studio. 


Impressively, all 
achieve­ 
ments blossomed from a back­ 
ground 
of 
poverty-stricken 
childhood and footloose youth. 
The wide range of his inter­ 
ests, background and talents 
are presently revealed anew in 
a beautifully printed, large-for- 
mat book, “Moments Without 
Proper Names,” published by 
Viking 
Press, 
New 
York 
($22.50). 
It is a combination of 136 
photographic 
moments 
cap­ 
tured by a skilled craftsman’s 
eye accompanied by the pow­ 
erful verse of a sensitive heart. 
Both eye and heart have ex­ 
perienced life’s emotional pits 
and peaks and they are record­ 
ed in significant words and 
moving pictures. 
My memory of Gordon Parks 
goes back a quarter century to 
when he seemingly reached the 
h e i g h t of photojournalistic 
achievement as an outstanding 


member of Life magazine’s 
staff during its years of pio­ 
neering leadership. Recipient of 
many national photographic 
awards, he also received inter­ 
national acclaim in 1967 in Ja ­ 
pan when he was awarded a 
trophy as the photographer who 
had done most to promote un­ 
derstanding among the nations 
of the world. 
With the camera as a founda­ 
tion, he bridged the road to oth­ 
er arts. As an author, his early 
life was the basis for a novel, 
“ The Learning Tree,” followed 
by 
an 
autobiography, 
“ A 
Choice of Weapons,” and then 
“ Born Black.” 
Poetry and his photographs 
were blended in three prior 
books: “ A Poet and his Cam­ 
era,” “ Whispers of Intimate 
Things” and “ In Love.” In mu­ 
sic, he composed several con­ 
certos which were performed in 
New York, Munich and Venice. 
Parks’s film career began 
with a documentary he wrote 
and directed, “ Flavio,” the sto- 
i v of a little Brazilian boy 
which aroused global sympathy 
when it appeared originally as 
a Life photo essay Other TV 
documentaries were followed 
by his’ film version of “ The 
Learning Tree,” for which he 
wrote the script and music and 
then produced and directed for 
Warner Brothers. 


Greater film notoriety came 
with his productions of “ Shaft,” 
“ Shaft’s Big Score” and “ The 
Super Cops.” Still to be re­ 
leased is a film he made for 
Paramount, “ Leadbelly,” sche­ 
duled for 1976. 
If Gordon Parks’s life sounds 
like a Horatio Alger success 
story, the analogy is easy to 
come by. He was born and 
.raised in poverty, the youngest 
of 15 children of a Kansas 
farmer. His home was poor in 
normal creature comforts but it 
was rich in parental dignity, 
compassion and earthy wisdom, 
he recalled later. He cut the 
home ties at age 16 and drifted 
from job to job. He tried his 
hand as a busboy, piano player 
in honky tonks, railroad dining 
car waiter and as a semipro 
basketball player. 
In 1937, while watching a 
lewsreel of Japanese bombing 
the USS Panay in China wa­ 
ters, 
Parks 
intuitively dis­ 
covered his goal in life. 
“ Photography,” he decided, 
“ is a profession that accom­ 
plishes things fast. You take 
pictures, and see the results al­ 
most immediately. It is faster 
than music, faster than art and 
painting.” 
Having set his goal, Parks 
got his first camera, learned 
his craft and struggled upward 
against great odds. He won a 


photographic fellowship, took 
pictures for the Office of War
